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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawing Objections 

1 . The drawings are objected because they fail to show the voltage sensor as 
claimed in claim 1. Clarification/correction is required. 

Response to Arguments/Remarks 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3 & 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 3-4, the term "the wake-up oscillator" lacks antecedent 
basis. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nolan 
et al. (US 5,619,430). 

Regarding claims 1 , 5, & 1 1 , the claimed invention is directed to an apparatus for 
(and a method thereof) voltage and temperature variations on an integrated circuit. 
Nolan et al. discloses (see, for example, Fig. 1 ) an apparatus for and a method of 
compensating for voltage and temperature variations on an integrated circuit, the 
apparatus comprising, inter alia: an on-chip voltage detector/sensor (38) having a digital 
voltage output (converted by the ADC 30); an on-chip temperature detector/sensor (54) 
having a digital temperature output (converted by the ADC 30); a register (108; see Fig. 
3) coupled to the voltage sensor and the temperature sensor, the register adapted or 
operable to concatenate the digital voltage output and the temperature output into an 
address output; and a memory device (20/22) having an address input coupled to the 
address output of the register (108), the memory device being adapted to store 
corrective vectors/values (column 8, lines 5-22). 

Regarding claims 2-4 & 6, the apparatus of Nolan et al. including an oscillator 
(14/40/42/OSC1) (see column5, lines 55-56). 

Regarding claim 12, the apparatus of Nolan et al. comprising combining the 
voltage and temperature values into a digital word (by the mux and AID 30) (Fig. 1). 

Regarding claims 7-10 and 16-20, Nolan et al. discloses the apparatus of the 
claimed invention including a processor (12); and a multiplexer (32) coupled to the 
processor. 
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Regarding claims 13-15, Nolan et al. discloses that the temperature and voltage 
values are stored in associated registers (in the CPU 12).
